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Introduction 


This is one of a new series of annual publications 
issued by the Office of Population Censuses and 
Surveys. Each publication in the annual series 
presents statistics on a single topic or a number of 
related topics. A list of the new series is inside the 
back cover. 


Population estimates 1974, 1975, the first in the 
series on population estimates, gives figures for 
England and Wales. Statistics for earlier years have 
been published in the Registrar General's Statistical 
Review of England and Wales part I/ but final figures 
are published in a number of separate booklets (a 
list of recent titles is inside the front cover). Figures 
for Scotland and Northern Ireland are published 
separately by the respective Registrars General. 
Population estimates, including aggregates for 
Great Britain and the United Kingdom, are also 
published in the Monthly Digest of Statistics and the 
Annual Abstract of Statistics issued by the Central 
Statistical Office and Population Trends, the OPCS 
quarterly journal. 


1974 estimates 


The estimates for 1974 in this booklet are revised 
and supersede those previously published. Up to 
date information on national and regional migration 
as well as local birth and death statistics has been 
used in the calculation of these revised estimates; 
these data were not available for use in the 
preparation of the 1974 provisional figures 
published in 1975. 


1975 estimates 


The estimates for 1975 are provisional. Information 
on births and deaths at the local level for both the 
March and June quarters of 1975 was not available 
at the time of preparation of these estimates; figures 
were estimated and controlled to known 
registration figures for the respective quarters. 
Electoral registration data from the 1976 register 
were also not available. Final, more up to date 
information on natural increase and migration will 
be used in the preparation of the revised estimates 
to be published towards the end of 1976 in 
Population estimates 1975 Series PP1 No 2.
